ROMULUS — Wayne 
County Community College 
is opening its doors for the 
third semester this fall with 
courses to be offered local 
area residents at Huron 
Elementary School, 24820 
Merriman Road, New Boston. 

College admission is open 
to all high school graduates 
and adults 19 years of age 
and older without a high 


school diploma. Current high 
school seniors, with 
permission of parents and 
their high school principal, 
may enroll in one class only. 

Tuition is nine dollars per 
credit hour for Wayne 
County Community College 
District residents and twelve 
dollars per credit hour for 
non-residents. A resident is 
defined as a person: 1. living 


in the College District, or 2. 
owning property in the 
district, or 3. working in the 
district. 

There are arrangements 
whereby students may utilize 
a deferred payment plan of 
one-third down upon 
registration, one-third after 
one month and the final third 
after two months. 

Pre-resigtration will be held 


in late August and/or early 
September. Classes will be 
held Monday through 
Thursday each week. 
Students may consult with 
counselors about class 
schedules during the first two 
weeks of classes in 
September. Counselors will 
be available Monday through 
Thursday evenings, 7-10 p.m., 
at Huron Elementary School 
for this purpose. 


Academic counseling will 
be available during 
pre-registration hours at 
Huron School and during late 
registration. 

All classes to be taught at 
Huron School will be 
contingent upon an 
enrollment of a minimum of 
15 persons per class or 
course.

State, county, township 
and engineering-firm officials 
met in Waltz Fire Hall last 
week to hear a letter of 
congratulations from Gov. 
William G. Milliken and an 
address by William F. 
Bradford, chief planner of 
Michigan’s Water Resources 
Commission. 

“Congratulations to the 
residents of Huron Township 
for their outstanding 
anti-pollution efforts,” said 
Bradford in reading Gov. 
Milliken ’s letter. “The 
cooperative efforts of your 
8,300 citizens in constructing 
a new sewer system certainly 
deserves the praise of every 
Michigan resident. I can only 
hope that all people in 
Michigan will become as 
concerned about our 
environment as Huron 
Township citizens.” 

In his own address, 
Bradford sketched a brief 
history of events which 
preceded construction of the 
sewer system. 

“In leafing through our 
commission’s file on Huron 
Township, I noted that it was 
over four years ago that 
Huron Township was 
officially cited by the Water 
Resources Commission

“Since that time the 
commission adopted a final 
order against Huron 
Township, the township 
voters defeated the sewer 
bond issue, the Wayne 
County Circuit Court issued a 
summary judgment against 
the township ordering it to 
halt pollution of the Huron 
River, and now today we are 
here for the dedication of this 


pollution control system. I 
suspect that the residents of 
Huron Township owe a large 
vote of thanks to George 
Angel for bringing this 
project to completion.” 

Bradford also told of the 
program needed to achieve 
the Michigan goal of adequate 
control of water pollution 
from municipalities and small 


governmental units by 1980. 

“It will be necessary to 
construct 210 new treatment 
plants, improve 126 existing 
plants, and construct sewers 
for an additional 3V4 million 
people,” he pointed out. 

“Cost of this program is 
estimated at $1.2 billion of 
which $568 million will be 


for treatment and interceptor 
facilities, and $641 million 
will be for lateral sewers and 
storm control.” 

He then proceeded to 
summarize in depth the 
percentages of federal and 
state assistance to small 
municipalities, and stated 
that ‘‘other small

Much later, after Soop had 
earned bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees and had 
worked for several years as a 
teacher and administrator in 
the Detroit area, that same 
Dr. Henderson asked him to 
join the University Extension 
Service to establish the first 
regional office in Detroit. 

That was in 1935. This 
month Everett Soop will 
retire as director of the 
Extension Service, a post he 
has held since 1948. 

The Extension Service has 
grown and changed much 
during thoseyears. In 
addition to the Detroit office, 
nine other off-campus centers 
w e r e e s t a b 1 1 s h e d . Many 
programs which began as part 
of the Service, such as radio 
broadcasting and the 
audio-visual center, grew to 
the extent that they became 
separate divisionsof the 
University. Manyofthe 
non-credit courses previously 
offered have been 
incorporated in the program 
of the Adult Education 
Center, a joint project of the 
U-M and Wayne State 
University. 

“One of the advantages of 
(he Extension Service,” Soop 
says, “is that we have always 
operated with a great deal of 
flexibility. We have been able 
to develop new programs to 
meet public demand in the 
state. Many of the things 
which we began have been 
taken over by other agencies 
or are now independent. 
Other programs were simply 
abandoned when they no 
longer met a current need. 

Since the time Soop joined 
the University, he has worked 
under three U-M presidents, 
Alexander Ruthven, Harlan 
Hatcher, and now Robben W. 
Fleming. 

He still remembers a day 
not too long after he took the 
job, when President Ruthven 
stopped at the door of Soop’s 
makeshift Detroit office. 

“He asked me if I had a 
secretary yet,” Soop recalls. 

“I told him that I didn’t, and 
he said that I should hire 
someone right away. ‘We’re 
not paying you to stay in the 
office,’ he told me.” 

Soop took the hint and has 
spent much of the last 35 
years out of his office. He has 
criss-crossed the state 
innumerable times, organizing 
conferences, setting up new 
cou rses, establishing new 
centers. 

He has also devoted much 
of his time to national, state 
and regional organizations in 
the adult education field.

Association awarded Soop its 
highest honor, the Julius M. 
Nol te Award ‘‘for 
outstanding leadership and 
professional service to the 
association and the cause of 
university extension.” His 
biography includes a list of 
no less than 20 professional 
and public service 
organizations in which he 
holds membership. He has 
served as an officer of many 
of them. 

Soop has lived and worked 
in Michigan all his life. He 
was born in Belleville in 
1901. He attended Hillsdale 
College, where he received a 
bachelor’s degree in 1921, 
and the U-M, from which he 
received a master’s degree in 
1922. He has also done 
further graduate work at the 
U-M. 

During his y.earof 
retirement furlough, Soop 
hopes to complete several 
projects which will contribute 
to the historical file on adult 
education in Michigan and 
the nation. 

He plans to write a history 
of the Extension Service since 
1937, and is also working on 
a compilation of articles bv 
several authors which 
appeared in the Journal of 
Adult Education from 1927 
to 1941. It was during this 
time that adult education 
became a “movement” in the 
United States, Soop explains. 
He would like to prepare the 
materials so that they will be 
available to modem students 
of American education. 

de also hopes to find time 
to prepare for publication 
some material on the 
founders of the National 
University Extension 
Association. The group was 
first organized in 1915. 

Although Soop knows that 
he will miss the day-to-day 
direction of the extension 
program, he f feels that 
perhaps it is time for a 
younger man to take over his 
job. “I see and talk to the 
students who are 
undergraduates today.” he 
says, “and I know that their 
demands for continuing 
education are going to be 
vastly different. I think it 
might be a good idea for a 
younger chap to come in here 

someone who cou Id 
understand better what those 
needs will be.”

was designed to prevent any 
one school from getting 
control of the board,” 
Mahalak explained. “From 
my investigations, this no 
longer has any valid 
foundation. What the 
restriction does today is to 
make it difficult to appoint 
members to the board. The 
term of one member expired 
in June 1969, yet it has not 
been filled either by 
reappointment or a new 
appointment by the 
Governor. Also, I am 
informed that one of the five 
schools represented on the 
board is no longer in 
existence, which will make it 
increasing difficult to fill 
future vacancies with a 
representative of that 
college.” 

Mahalak said that his 
change in the law would be 
advantageous to the 
chiropractic profession. “It 
will make it easier for the 
Board of Chiropractic 
Examiners to put forth 
efforts to improve and 
upgrade the profession,’* he 
stated. “We will be able to 
bring fresh thinking to the 
board. I have been assured by 
the Governor that he 
supports my bill because the 
existing law is too restrictive 
and limits any governor in 
filling vacancies on the 
board.”

1 STANDARDS ORDINANCE i 


AN ORDINANCE of the Township of Sumpter to 
adopt the minimum employment standards of the 
Michigan Law Enforcement Officers Training Council. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board 
of the Township of Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan: 

Section 1. MINIMUM STANDARDS ADOPTED. 

The minimum employment standards for law 
enforcement officers as established and adopted by the 
Michigan Law Enforcement Officers Training Council in 
accordance with Act No. 203, Public Acts of 1965 are 
hereby adopted as follows: 

STANDARDS 

Be a citizen of the United States. 

Minimum age of twenty -one years. 

Graduation from high school or equivalent. 
Equivalent defined as having attained a passing score on 
the General Education Development test indicating high 
school graduation level. 

Fingerprinting of applicants with a search of local, 
state and national fingerprint files to disclose any 
criminal record. 

The applicant shall not have been convicted of a 
felony offense. 

Good moral character as determined by a favorable 
report following a comprehensive background 
investigation covering school and employment records, 
home environment, peisonal traits and integrity. 
Consideration will be given to any and all law violations, 
including traffic and conservation law convictions as 
indicating a lack of good character. 

Acceptable physical, emotional and mental fitness as 
established by a licensed physician following 
examination to determine the applicant is free from any 
physical, emotional or mental condition which might 
adversely affect his performance of duty as a police 
officer. 


The trainee shall possess normal hearing and normal 
color vision. He shall be free from any impediments of ;$ 
the senses. He must possess normal visual functions and 
visual acuity in each eye correctable to 20/20. The :•> 
trainee must be physically sound; well developed 
physically, with height and weight in relation to each 
other and to age as » indicated by accepted medical ;j:j 
standards and in possession of his extremities. He shall 
be free from any physical defects, chronic diseases, *v 
organic diseases, organic or functional conditions, or 
mental instabilities which may tend to impair efficient * : i- 
performance of duty to which might endanger the lives & 
of others or himself if he lacks these qualifications. •£ 
A declaration of the applicant’s medical history shall S: 
become a part of the background investigation. The 
information shall be available to the examining 
physician. 

An oral interview shall be held by the hiring authority :£ 
or his representative, to determine the applicant’s *: 
acceptability for a police officer position and to assess 
appearance, background and ability to communicate. :*

(D) Romulus is sponsor of a 
bill, recently approved by the 
House of Representatives, 
which makes changes in the 
Board of Managers of the 
Michigan Veterans Facility, a 
policy making body to take 
care of Michigan Veterans. 

Mahalak said that the 
board members should be 
veterans that are 
knowledgeable about 
veterans’ concerns and 
activities. He stated, “these 
persons are best drawn from 
the organized veteran groups 
and, therefore, the best way 
of obtaining the desired 
members is through the 
request that the organizations 
present recommendations to 
the Governor for his 
consideration. 

House Bill 4463 would 
remedy the particular 
situation that wherein a 
person may be appointed to 
this board who is not a 
veteran or if a veteran, is not 
particularly acceptable to the 
veterans’ organizations. 

“The intent of my House 
Bill is that the recommenda- 
tions to the Board of 
Managers, Michigan Veterans 


Facility, be appointed in the 
same manner that the Board 
of Trustees, Michigan 
Veterans Trust Fund, are 
appointed,” Mahalak said. 

Mahalak further stated 
that, “Existing statutory 
provisions specify a 
seven-member Board of 
Managers to administer the 
Michigan Veterans Facility. 
Members are appointed for 
six-year terms by the 
Governor. Although the 
members do not officially 
represent a veterans 
organization by statute.” 

‘The Bill provides that the 
general supervision and 
government of the Veterans’ 
Facility shall be vested in a 
Board of Managers to consist 
of 2 representatives of the 
American Legion , 2 
representatives of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the United States, 1 
representative of the Disabled 
American Veterans, 1

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Films May Aid Board 
With Site Inspections 


BELLEVILLE - 
Township residents who 
reside on the roads slated for 
the major sewer and water 
program may find themselves 
in the movies. 

Van Buren Township 
officials viewed a new 
concept in inspections-the 
audio-visual inspection-at 
their June 23rd meeting. 

In essence a camera crew 
would go through the 
Township photographing all 
the lands near the proposed 
sewer and water lines. After 
the work was completed, the 
contractor would be 
responsible for any changes. 

Township officials 
explained that in the past, a 
resident would come in to 
complain that a contractor 
had destroyed a certain 
number of trees and shrubs. 
The contractor could claim 
that he did not do the 
damage, and the Township 
would have no way of 


knowing what actually 
happened. 

Under the audio-visual 
inspection, when a resident 
came in with a complaint, the 
Township would replay the 
tape showing the resident’s 
home prior to construction, 
plus view in person the 
present condition of the 
property. 

The tapes would show 
positively the situation of the 
property. In some instances, 
the tapes will serve as a means 
of protecting the residents 


from contractors who would 
try not to repair the damage 
done. In other cases, it will 
protect the contractors from 
residents who might claim 
destruction of trees that 
never existed in the first 
place. 

Such inspection for the 15 
miles of the proposed water 
and sewer system would cost 
the Township about $2,000 
which averages out to about 
two cents per foot.

County Approves Plan 
For Police Relations 


The Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners has 
approved three community 
relations jobs in the Sheriff’s 
department as a move to 
improve police-citizen 
relations. 

The Board, meeting June 
18, also approved several 
applications for Federal 
grants under the Omnibus 
Safe Streets and Crime 
Control program. 

The community relations 
jobs, to be filled by 
patrolmen, were approved by 
an 18-4 vote. Sheriff William 
Lucas said the men will sene 
as the “eyes and ears” of his 
department in efforts to 
reduce community tensions. 

He said he agreed with 
Board Chairman Albert J 
Zak that the men would 
function as a “two-way 
street,” informing the 
public about “what we are 
trying to do” and educating 
his officers “as to the needs 
of the public.” 

The Board of 
Commissioners approved five 
applications for Federal crime 
control funds. The proposed 
programs are: 

*A training program for all 
guards assigned to the County 


Jail. A $20,000 grant is 
sought, with the County 
pledging more than $13,200 
worth of staff services. 

* A n area- w ide law 
enforcement communications 
program in the Sheriff’s 
department, to be financed 
by $27,700 in Federal 
funds and $21,950 in staff 
time. 

♦Development of a Civil 
Disorder and Disaster 
Coordination Plan by the 
Sheriff, using $18,570 in 
Federal funds and $6,200 
worth of staff time. 


The Federal grant funds 
are controlled by the 
Michigan Commission on Law 
Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice. 


♦Creation 

metropolitan 


of a 

crime 

laboratory under the Sheriff, 
financed by a $84,953 
Federal grant and $68,000 
worth of local staff. The 
commissioners stipulated that 
they were only authorizing 
the grant application and 
would decide later whether to 
go ahead with the project. 

♦A two-year project 
for working intensively with 
delinquent school children in 
Detroit schools and other 
school districts yet to be 
specified. Some $1.4 million 
in Federal funds will be 
requested with $1 million in 
local services being pledged. 


The Board of 
Commissioners rejected a 
proposed application for 
$200,000 in Federal funds to 
help finance establishment of 
a Sheriff’s helicopter patrol. 
The proposal was defeated by 
an 11 to 9 vote, with two 
abstentions. The Board of 
County Auditors had 
recommended that the 
application be held in 
abeyance pending policy 
determination regarding the 
future role of the Sheriff’s 
department in law 
enforcement. 


The commissioners also 
appointed Dr. Gilbert E. 
Corrigan as interim chief 
county medical examiner as a 
result of the resignation of 
Dr. John F. Burton from the 
post. The commissioners also 
requested the County Civil 
Service Commission to 
prepare a competitive 
examination for selection of 
candidates for a permanent 
appointment to the post by 
the Board of Commissioners.

Another 36 percent of the 
persons polled by Ford 
believe that the withdrawal 
should be paced with the 
ability of the South 
Vietnamese to take over the 
war, and a minority of seven 
percent believe more troops 
should be sent to Vietnam. 

Should the Vietnamese 
prove unable to handle the 
war as Americans withdraw, 
60 percent of western Wayne 
residents polled say the 
withdrawal should be 
continued anyway. Another 
25 percent say an effort 
should then be made to 
achieve all-out victory, while 
only three percent think U.S. 
troop levels should then be 
increased. 

As to military spending, 65 
percent of western Wayne 
residents think spending 
should be substantially 
reduced. Another 29 percent 
think it should be maintained 
at present levels, and only six 
percent think spending 
should be increased. 

An increasing number of 
residents believe the draft 
system should be eliminated, 
and a volunteer army set up 
- 41 percent say this in 
Ford’s poll. Continuing the 
lottery system and 
eliminating student 
deferments is the choice of 
29 percent, while 23 percent 
say student deferments 
should be kept, with the 
lottery system. 

On changing the voting age 
to 18, 54 percent of those 
polled say ‘yes,’ and 46 
percent ‘no.* The proposal 
seems to be gaining favor, 
however, since only 37 
percent were in favor of the 
question the last time Ford 
polled residents.

Belleville: 54 percent say 
troops should be withdrawn 
from Vietnam immediately or 
by the end of 1970. 63 
percent say military spending 
should be substantially 
reduced. Spending priority 

should be shifted to air and 
water pollution problems, 
residents say. 42 percent 
believe in eliminating the 
draft, and the vote at 18 
proposition loses 54-46 
percent. 

Canton: The most 

conservative of all areas 
polled, only 16 percent of 
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Canton residents favor 
immediate withdrawal from 
Vietnam. Another 37 percent 
favor withdrawal by the end 
of 1970. Spending priority 
would be placed on crime 
prevention and control, 
residents say, while the 
residents are almost evenly 
split between keeping lottery 
system with student 
deferments, and eliminating 
the draft. The vote at 18 
proposal loses 54-46 percent. 

Garden City: 57 percent of 
residents would withdraw 
immediately or by the end of 
1970 from Vietnam. 57 
percent would withdraw no 
matter what happens, while 
30 percent would go all out 
for military victory if the 
Vietnamese fail to handle the 
war. Air and water pollution 
is the spending priority 
residents favor. The vote at 
18 proposal loses by a 
whopping 64-36 percent 
margin, one of the largest in 
the area. 


Huron: A heavy percentage 
of 67 percent of those polled 
favor immediate withdrawal 
or withdrawal of troops by 
the end of 1970 from 
Vietnam. 68 percent believe 
military spending should 
besubstantially reduced, and 
the new spending priority 
should be on air and water 
pollution control, residents 
say. 40 percent favor 
eliminating the draft system, 
and the vote at 18 proposal 
loses by a whopping 64-36 
percent margin. 

Inkster: Residents say by 
59 percent that troops should 
be withdrawn from Vietnam 
immediately or by the end of 
1970. 64 percent would make 
the decision final. 71 percent 
say military spending should 
be substantially reduced, and 
poverty and hunger should be 
the first problems attacked 
with more money. 48 percent 
favor killing the draft, and 
the vote at 18 wins by 51-49 
percent, the only result in the 


15th District to favor the 
proposal. 

Romulus: 52 percent of 
residents polled favor 
withdrawal from Vietnam 
immediately or by the end of 
1970. A relatively small 57 
percent say military’ spending 
should be reduced, and crime 
prevention and control is 
viewed as the area most in 
need of more funds. The vote 
at 18 proposal loses 53*47 
percent. 

Sumpter: 52 percent of 
residents polled favor 
immediate withdrawal from 
Vietnam, or within the year. 
Poverty and hunger is the 
area most in need of more 
funds. 39 percent would do 
away with the draft system, 
and the vote at 18 proposal 
loses by a 53-47 percent 
margin. 

Van Buren: 54 percent of 
residents polled favor 
withdrawal from Vietnam

Over Peruvian Earthquakes

WAYNE - Carol DeGrazia 
is a pretty down-to-earth girl. 

The problem is, Carol 
wishes the earth would stay 
down there where it belongs. 
An earthquake in Peru has 
convinced her of that. 

Carol, 18, of Dearborn, is a 
classified advertising 
representative at Associated 
Newspapers. Her ambition 
however, is to become an 
English teacher in Peru. 

It was in search of that 
goal that Carol found herself 
in Callao, Peru, on May 31, 
the day the most disastrous 
earthquake in Peruvian 
history struck. 

“I don’t really remember 
what I did or said, Carol 
related, “All l know that I 
was ghostly white and half in 
shock during most of the 
quake.” 

Carol was relaxing on a 
Sunday afternoon at the 
home of her Peruvian host 
family when the house began 
to shake. 


Previous tremors, to which 
Peruvians are accustomed, 
had taught her simply to wait 
a few seconds until the 
shaking stopped. But this 
time it didn’t stop, and as 
Carol says, it didn’t take long 
until the windows in the 
house began crashing in and 
the family began to run for 
the outdoors. 


“The earth was rocking 
like a boat, lamps were 
falling, plaster was coming 
down, and I just picked up 
my little cousin and headed 
for the door,” Carol said. 

“The rocking sensation 
seemed to go on and on, you 
could hardly walk. Soon the 
earth began to rumble like a 
freight train.’’ 

“My girlfriend was 
hysterical, hanging on to me, 
and all I can remember is 
watching bricks fall from 
some houses being built 
across the street. The earth 
just buckled up and down, 
rolling like waves on the 
ocean,” Carol said. 

For one minute and 50 
seconds, the earth shook and 
rolled. This was one of the 
worst earthquakes ever 


experienced in Peru, Carol 
says, pointing out that her 
host’s home, just outside the 
Peruvian capitol of Lima, was 
only lightly hit. To the north 
more than 50,000 Peruvians 
died in the quake. 

‘There was no time to 
react, really,” Carol says, 
“Everyone just stood outside 
their homes in a daze as the 
ground moved back and 
forth. Some of them were 
shouting in Spanish, ‘Its 
continuing, it’s continuing,* ” 
she adds. 

In her own town of Callao, 
the only major damage was 
the collapse of an older 
building in the center of 
town. The rest of the damage 
was just broken fixtures and 
breakables in local homes. 

“For two hours, none of 
the people would go back 
into their homes,” Carol said, 
‘They were scared to death 
that another quake was 
coming. I went back into the 
house after awhile and found 
that the contents of closets 
had spilled out onto the 
floors and furniture had been 
tossed around by the 
shaking.” 


Carol said the Peruvians 
were apparently quite well 
prepared for the disaster. The 
military forces of the country 
began immediate rescue and 
emergency organizational 
duties in the county. 

“For the next week, we 
were constantly afraid that 
another earthquake was 
coming,” Carol said, “In fact, 
there were several tremors, 
but only one, on the next 
Wednesday, was strong 
enough to make us leave the 
house.” 

Emergency radio and 
television broadcasts helped 
to keep the people calm, 
Carol said, but added that 
most of the experts kept 
telling the citizens that 
another quake could be 
expected. “It seems that once 
the earth shifts in a quake,” 
Carol said, “Another quake is 
needed to put the earth back 
together again.” 


Carol said her host family, 
Senora Luis Contraras, her 
daughter, Maria Antoinette, 
and son Abel, were mobilized 
immediately, giving clothing, 
money and blood donations 
to help those who were 


injured and homeless in the 
northern parts of Peru. 

Many of the families who 
could afford to, took in 
homeless children, separated 
from their families or 
orphaned in the earthquake 
disaster. 

“The harbor of Callao, of 
the Pacific, was crowded with 
ships from all nations of the 
world,” Carol said, “It was 
amazing how everyone 
wanted to help.” 

Carol did say that she had 
a tense moment or two 
waiting for the United States 
government’s reaction to the 
plight of the Peruvians. “At 
first there was just a small 
donation of money,” said 
Carol, “And I was a little 
embarrassed, but then four 
days later President Nixon 
announced that money and 
medical help was to be sent 
to Peru.” 

Carol found her way to 
a’c< 


but Carol says she plans to 
return, perhaps for three or 
four years, when her resident 
visa papers are finalized. 

Despite her love for Peru, 
Carol says she was glad to 
touch American soil. “During 
the quake 1 could only think 
of one thing-that I was going 
to die and I wasn’t even in 
my own country. It made me 
appreciate what I had,’ Carol 
said.

and financial interest of the 
taxpayers of Michigan is too 
great for us to continue 
current patchwork system of 
retirement fund investment 
procedures without a 
comprehensive review of 
those procedures by a body 
of experts,” Faust said. 

“I have discovered that the 
state teachers* retirement 
fund currently holds 12,000 
shares of Penn Central 
stock,” Faust said. “Because 
of that stock’s recent 
problems, ending in a filling 
for bankruptcy by the 
railroad division of the 
company, the state 
retirement funds have taken a 
paper loss of over $350,000 
on Penn Central. 

‘But that loss does not 
necessarily threaten the 
solvency of the retirement 
funds, nor does an investment 
in Boeing Aircraft stock on 
which the state retirment 
funds have taken a paper loss 
of over $700,000. 

‘In the case of the Penn 
Central stock, a committee 
within state goverment made 
the decision to invest. In the 
case of the Boeing stock the 
investment decision was made 
by an outside, private 
investment firm. 

‘All of these paper losses 


might well be recouped, and i 
am assured by State Treasurer 
Allison Green that the overall 
solvency of the funds is in no 
way threatened by these 
paf)er losses. 

“I met with Mr. Green this 
morning. He was very 
cooperative in explaining the 
current procedures used by 
the funds for determining 
what investments It will 
make.

from that

“First, that it is difficult 
for a layman in financial 
matters such as myself to be 
able to make a really sound 
evaluation of procedures 
being used without a great 
deal of study and 
background. 

‘ ‘Second , that the 
procedures used by the State 
Pension Retirement Funds 
for determining how monies 
will be invested have been 
developed in a haphazard 
fashion over the years by the 
Legislature. It’s time we take 
a comprehensive view of the 
overall picture to make sure 
we are following sound 
procedures which will best 
protect the interests of the 
pension funds and the state. 


“We need to know just 
how much, if any, of pension 
funds should be invested in 
stocks. We need to know 
whether we are using the best 
procedures for determining 
how our investments are 
made. We need to know 
whether there are ways we 
can invest pension funds that 
will ben fit more fully other 
state activities, such as low 
income housing or bond 
issues of the state. We need to 
know if more staff is needed 
by the state departments who 
make investments for the 
retirement funds. 

“These are highly 
technical and complicated 
questions. They require a 
comprehensive study by 
people who understand the 
intricacies of finances, and 
who are independent from 
the internal pressures and 
politics of the governmental 
process.

Broadway Revivals Prove 
The Old Days Were Good

NEW YORK - New York 
producers, unwilling to 
gamble with high costs, have 
turned to revivals of proven 
vehicles as a way to minimize 
losses and this season has seen * 
productions of “Front Page,” 
“Private Lives” “Three Men 
on a Horse” and now “Room 
Service” at the Edison. These 
old shows remember what the 
Rialto has forgotten — how 
to please. 

These days the modem 
theater seeks to be relevant 
more often than it seeks to 
entertain. Nobody today 
would have the nerve to write 
such a Marxian (Groucho, not 
Karl) farce as “Room 
Service.'* 

Ron Liebman, who has 
more energy than any two 
people deserve, stars as a 
Broadway shoe-string 
producer desperately trying 
to keep a cast together while 
he seeks a backer. He cons his 
brother-in-law, a Times 
Square hotel manager, Into 
housing his cast, feeding them 
and letting them rehearse, 
running up a $1,200 tab. 
Then the owner sends a 
hatchet man in to check the 
books. 

What follows is sheer 
hysteria as Leibman seeks to 
keep his cast one jump ahead 
of eviction, hang on to a 
possible backer, con the hotel 
out of costumes and sets with 
a rubber check and keep from 
being locked out of his room 
by putting his author to bed 
with a “tapeworm.” 


If it sounds preposterous, 
it should — it is preposterous, 
as is a contract signing scene, 
a dining scene and a suicide 
scene — ail preposterously, 
thoroughly wild and 
thoroughly funny. 

Director Harold Stone sets 
an unflagging pace, abetted 
by an outrageous cast 
including Michael Lombard as 
a mad method waiter and 
George Bartenieff as an 
insane golfer. 

“Room Service" may be 
the most ridiculous play in 
New York. Would there were 
more of them. 

This season's comedies are 
more sedate. “Butterflies Are 
Free,” at the Booth, Leonard 
Gershe’s new comedy which 
bowed on the straw hat 
circuit in northern Michigan 
last summer, concerns an 
extraordinary blind youth 
who seeks to escape from an 
acute case of smother love by 
taking an apartment on New 
York’s lower east side. 


Don Baker memorizes so 
well that, within his room, 
casual visitors are unaware 
that he is blind. 

Into his life comes Jill 
Tanner, an aspiring actress 
incapable of sustaining a 
meaningful relationship with 
anyone for any duration. 
And, of course, over Baker’s 
protests, comes also his 
spiced-tongued mother, guilty 
about her son’s blindness and 
seeking to lure him back 
home where she can slave 
over him. 


Medusa mothers and 
flighty girls are nothing new 
but blind youths sufficiently 
capable to carry off 
extremely witty dialogue 
without making the audience 
hopelessly ambivalent, are. 
And Gershe’s play crackles. 
Structurally, its sole defect is 
a wrap-it-up syndrome in 
which the mother executes a 
180-degree turn and spums 
her son’s independence. 

Eileen Heckard is capable 
in the undemanding role of 
the mother and Blythe 
Danner is the delightfully 
disorganized Jill, but both 
roles pale next to the rigors 
of Keir Dullea’s portrayal of 
Baker. Blind parts are easy to 
overdo and Dullea underplays 
nicely, without a single false 
move. Credit director Milton 
Katseias’ staging that the 
abrupt shifts of 
characterization are almost 
acceptable. 

Neil Simon’s stature as 
America’s foremost 
contemporary comic 
playwright is due in no small 
part to his ability to create 
and advanced an acceptable 
plot without dropping a joke. 
There are too many comedies 
with finely crafted stories and 
no laughs and too many more 
where the plot is merely a 
framework for a blizzard of 
liners. Simon sacrifices 
neither value. 

Barney Cashman, an agin*, 
restauranteur played with 
depth, breadth and warmth 
by James Coco, happily 
married for much too long, 
who sees his life slipping 
away without ever having 
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experienced any magic. All ho 
asks is one blissful day — but, 
in his own words, “Oy, can 1 
pick ‘em!” 

Linda Lavin is his first 
pickup, a brittle, cool Eve 
Arden who can't appreciate 
her host’s romanticism. 

His second attempt is with 
a psychotic sex-kitten, Marcia 
Rodd, the roommate of a 
Nazi lesbian and the 
plaything of an Oriental 
pervert and a man who 
sharpens his teeth. In sheer 
terror, Barney accepts her 
marijuana and the afternoon 
literally goes to pot. 

His last effort is with Doris 
Roberts, a neurotic friend ol 
his wife, who thinks there 
isn’t a decent person left ir 
the world. In this one short 
act, Simon achieves a stature 
that some playwrights can’t 
achieve in three, a unified 
portrait and psychological 
catharsis — and he never 
misses a laugh. 

Able as Coco’s 
performance is, he is not the 
star, nor are his three leading 
ladies or director Robert 
Moore. The star is Simon and 
he is superb.

Postmaster General Winton 
M. Blount last week made 
public the design of another 
postage stamp to be issued in 
the Wildlife Conservation 
series. 

The six -cent stamp will be 
issued with first day 
ceremonies at Custer, South 
Dakota on July 20. Custer 
State Park contains the 
largest buffalo herd in the 
country. 

Reproduced on the stamp 
is a buffalo, more accurately 
known as the American 
bison, a wildlive creature that 
ranks second only to the 
eagle as a national symbol. 

In announcing the stamp 
design, Blount said: “Indeed 
this would be a desolate 
world in the absence of 
wildlife, for these bring man 
in tune with nature. I hope 
that issuance of this stamp 
will remind all Americans of 
the continuing need for 
protecting from extinction 
our birds and beasts and 
fish." 

When the first European 
settlers arrived in America, an 
estimated 200 million 
buffaloes roamed the 
continent. Today there are 


some 30,000, and these are 
found in national parks, zoos 
and on stock farms. 

The Wildlife Conservation 
stamp was designed by 
Robert Lougheed, of 
Newton, Connecticut. It is a 
horizontal stamp, showing a 
buffalo in black on tan paper. 
The inscription “Wildlife 
Conservation’* appears 
vertical left in black. Lower 
right, also in black, is “United 
States 6 cents." 

Modeler was Robert J. 
Jones and engravers were 
Edward P. Archer (vignette) 
and Robert G. Culin 
(lettering) of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. 

Collectors desiring first day 
cancellations may send 
addressed envelopes, together 
with remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be 
affixed, to the Postmaster, 
Custer, South Dakota 57730. 
Personal checks will not be 
accepted in payment. The 
outside envelope should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers 
Wildlife Conservation 
Stamp." Orders for covers 
must not include requests for 
uncanceled stamps. Cover 
requests must be postmarked 
no later than July 20, 1970.

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Livonia’s Racing Role 
Should Be Expanded 


We believe efforts being made by the 
Livonia Racing Commission in wanting the 
city to take a more active role in operation 
of the Detroit Race Course are admirable. 


Instead of continuing the passive 
time worn practice of being dispensers of 
race track passes to those who can more 
than afford the expense, this group, 
spearheaded by Jack Salvadore, should be 
encouraged by our city leaders. 


We endorse Salvadore’s contention that 
Livonia always has taken a defensive role in 
trying to get more money from the track out 
of the state. We also agree that Livonia 
should follow the lead taken by city officials 
at Hazel Park. 

According to Salvadore, Hazel Park city 
leaders told the track that revenues now 
coming from the state were inadequate and 
that other forms of development on the race 
track site there would produce more money 
for their community. 


Some members of the Livonia City 
Council feel that the racing group should not 
attempt to usurp powers delegated only to 
elected officials. Humbug! 


In short, Salvadore explained, Hazel Park 
leaders told their race track to either cough 
up more money or find a new location. 


Where have all our elected officials been 
during those years when the same unrealistic 
and inadequate sum of $500,000 was being 
doled out by the state as Livonia’s share of 
betting proceeds at the track? 


Not until last year was the city’s take 
increased to $600,000. Not until this year, 
under Mayor Edward H. McNamara’s 
administration has a strong protest been 
made to state racing officials on additional 
racing days at the track. 

Why? Because, such efforts take time and 
personnel and this city has not had an excess 
of either. > 


Now, the local racing commission comes 
forth wanting to look out for the city’s 
interest. This body should not be held down, 
but urged to push ahead and do all it can in 
filling the city’s treasury with more money 
and to hold the racing season down a 
reasonable length of time which does not 
cause an undue burden on our local police 
department. 


We believe the same forward type of 
approach should be taken by the city of 
Livonia. With only a few hundred acres of 
industrial acreage left in the city, the land 
occupied by the DRC could be developed 
and possibly yield more in industrial taxes 
than currently being realized now from the 
track in taxes and the city’s meager share of 
betting proceeds. 

It is true that the city currently is trying 
to get the city’s share of betting at DRC 
changed from “20 per cent up to $500,000’’ 
to the more realistic formula of “20 per cent 
period.” 

However, chances of getting such 
legislation through appear dim via Livonia’s 
defensive approach. 

Maybe, just maybe, if the city’s racing 
commission were authorized by our city 
leaders to take a more aggressive approach, 
much more could be accomplished in the 
attempt to get a better deal for Livonia from 
the DRC. After all, the track is located in 
our city limits!

A Private War For Rudy

I ran into Rudy’s mother at Westland Center the 
other night. “How is he?” I asked her. 

“We don’t know. He had to leave.” 

Rudy had been my best friend after high 
school. We “bummed around” together raising a 
little hell. 

We were both looking for jobs, and he had the 
disadvantage of being only 17. Jobs were scarce in 
Livonia, but he could have worked at washing 
windows. I don’t blame him for not taking it. 

1 found a job with another friend, who knew 
the construction business. It was good pay, while 
it lasted. When I got back, Rudy was still looking, 
but his birthday was near. 

I called him the day after he turned 18. 

“Did you get a job?” 

He mumbled some answer, which sounded like 
“beans.” 

“Beans?” 

“I said the Marines!” 

My mouth must have dropped. He didn’t have 
much to do, but he was just out of school. There 
was a chance he could have gone to college, but he 
had to work first. 


I told him of my disappointment, and started 
praying. It was 1966, and everyone went oversees, 
especially Marines. He left for boot camp in 
October, and came back hard and lean in January. 
He left for infantry training, and was out of the 
country by March. 

Just before leaving, he had come home for the 
weekend. I monopolized his time. I was sad, but 
happy to see him before he left. “At least you’ll 
write, won’t you?” 

“I did before,” said Rudy. That made me feel 
better. 

Then he left with his mother’s tears on his collar 
and a lot of prayers. 

“Nam” wasn’t that bad at first according to his 
letters. He was stationed away from the action, 
but all the while I was reading about Khe Sahn, 
and the Marines holed up in there. It was glorious, 
but 600 men died. 

It was the year the Marines swept through the 
de-militarized zone, and he told me the horror 
stories about it. Once he drew a large piece of 
shrapnel on the letter, and wrote “Piece of 
shrapnel that hit my helmet.” He wasn’t hurt, 
luckily. 

He was scared, and philosophical, and thinking 
of death. He never was that way before. It had 
always been us who sought out Rudy, because he 


could make a joke that made the worst happening 
seem trivial. 

Then the news came. He’d been hit. I called his 
mother, and she said he was wounded in the arm, 
but not seriously. He was coming home. 

I went over to Rudy’s the night he came home, 
but there was a strain. I thought it was because I 
was in college, and talking about college things. 

After a month of recuperation, he went to 
North Carolina, and visited home nearly every 
month. It was expensive, but he needed to come 
home. 

Seventeen months after he enlisted, I got word 
through the grapevine that he was discharged. He 
didn’t call or come by like before, but kept to 
himself. I figured he’d seen a lot of death, and 
didn’t want college problems. 

It was almost a year later when I saw him, and 
for another month I hung aound with him. It was 
strained. He didn’t talk about the war, but I knew 
it was bothering him. He’s lost many friends over 
there, and I worried about college. Slowly, we 
drifted apart. There was nothing left between us. 

It was about six months later that I talked to a 
cousin of his. “My boyfriend’s been telling him he 
shouldn’t have done it,” she told me. 

“Done what?” 

“Deserted. Didn’t he tell you?”

It was probably with a sigh of relief that the school year 
ended at Robichaud High School in Dearborn Heights 
recently. For the past three yean, at least, the high school has 
been the site of sporadic student violence. 

This year incidents at Robichaud have made newspaper 
headlines several times. One of the sad effects has been that 
Robichaud High School students - tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
graders — have shouldered the blame when they were not 
responsible. 

The reason is that, due tc a financial pinch in the district, 
Roosevelt Junior High School had to be closed down and 
junior high students placed in the high school building. 

Frankly it has been the junior high students, not senior high 
students who caused the trouble during the past year. Yet, 
because they are housed in the Robichaud building, the high 
school and high school students are getting a bad name. 

This situation should be cleared up in the coming school 
year because the Westwood Board of Education has decided to 
re-open Roosevelt Junior High, although both junior and 
senior high school students will still be on abbreviated sessions. 

I hope that the Robichaud students will continue their 
exemplary behavior next year and that they will be given due 
credit for it. 

It is possible that relations on the junior high level may 
improve, too. The seventh graders will not be attending the 
junior high, but will attend classes in available elementary 
classrooms. 

This will relieve what would have been an impossible 
overcrowding situation at the junior high. With fewer students, 
junior high teachers and administrators should be able to keep 
better tabs on them. 

The Roosevelt building also has fewer entrances and it 
should be easier to know who is coming in and going out than 
at the sprawling Robichaud building. 

Of course what would really improve human relations in the 
Westwood Community Schools would be a change in the 
attitudes of the people directly involved. 

People’s attitudes are not so easy to change, however, and I 
hope that the measures I mentioned will bring about some 
improvement at Roosevelt Junior High in the coming year.

More than $200 million in 
Federal transit funds has gone 
to metropolitan areas in other 
states while southeastern 
Michigan has gotten only 
$350,000, a committee of the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has learned. 

A proposed $2 l i million 
transit outlay being 
considered by the State 
Senate is the necessary first 
step toward catching up, the 
committee was told. 

The Transportation, 
Industrial and Commercial 
Development Committee 


heard those remarks from 
William H. Ostenson, 
executive secretary of the 
Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA). 

Ostenson was requested to 
appear after the U.S. 
Department of Transporta- 
tion (DOT) announced a 
number of multi-million-dol- 
lar grants to various systems, 
none of them in Michigan. 

SEMTA was established by 
the Legislature to develop a 
regional public transit system 
encompassing six counties — 


Wayne, Oakland, Macomb, 
Monroe, Washtenaw and St. 
Clair. Currently, its financing 
is dependent on grants from 
counties, the Legislature and 
DOT. 

Its two major objectives at 
present are consolidation of 
all existing bus systems, 
including the DSR, and 
design of a rapid transit 
system. 

Wayne County’s Board of 
Commissioners doubled its 
contribution to $50,000 this 
year in an effort to enable

Commission Rules Out 
Discrimination In Ads 


DETROIT - A directive 
regarding the placement of 
discriminatory want ads has 
been mailed by the Michigan 
Civil Rights Commission to 
400 private employment 
agencies. A subsequent 
similar mailing will be made 
to all Michigan employers. 

The directive, signed by 
Commission President Julian 
A. Cook, Jr. states that “the 
placement of an 

advertisement by employers 
or employment agencies in 
classified columns captioned 
‘Male’, Female’, ‘Men’, or 
‘Women’ is considered an 
expression of unlawful 
discrimination. The Michigan 
Civil Rights Commission 
therefore directs that all 
advertisements placed by 

employers or employment 
agencies be placed in a 
position or worded in such a 
manner as to make it 
apparent that jobs are 

available without regard to 
sex.” 

The employment agencies 
and employers will also 

receive copies of the Fair 
Employment Practices Act 
(Act 251. P.A. 1955 as 
amended) which contains 
provisions against publishing 
notices or advertisements for 
employment indicating 
preferences or limitations 
based on age or sex. 


The law prohibits age and 
sex discrimination unless 
“based on law, regulation, the 
requirement of any federal or 
state training or employment 
program or on a bona fide 
occupational qualification.” 


The commission 
memorandum states. ‘The 
responsibility and authority 
for a determination of what 


constitutes a bona fide 
occupational qualification 
rests only with the 
commission and must be 
determined on an individual 
basis.” 

Cook urged newspapers to 
assist employment agencies 
and employers by revising 
their want ad section to 
eliminate classification by 
sex.

Washington has granted a 
total of $202 million to six 
similar transportation 
authorities in other states 
within the last six weeks, 
Ostenson told the committee. 

“Since the inception of the 
Federal program, a total of 
$225 million in capital grants 
has been distributed,” 
Ostenson stated. “Michigan 
has received only $350,000. 
That was for SEMTA’s inner 
city bus project.” 

Committee Chairman 
Edmund Bizek, of Romulus, 
D-District 24, said he was 
“appalled” by the disparity 
between the amounts 
received here and elsewhere. 

There are two roadblocks 
to a similar influx of Federal 
transit funds into this region, 
Ostenson said. 

First, the present level of 
local funding is insufficient to 
match larger Federal grants. 
One local dollar must be put 
up to match every two 
Federal dollars for capital 
programs. 

Second, detailed design of 
a rapid transit system must be 
completed before DOT will 
grant construction funds. 

Elimination of both 
roadblocks hinges on greater 
local funding, Ostenson said. 

Approval of the proposed 
i^msit outlay now before the 
Senate Appropriations 
Committee would enable 
SEMTA to apply for $4 
million in Federal funds, he 
stated. This would finance 
detailed design of a system. 

‘‘In addition,” Ostenson 
said, “We have to identify 
within the next two years 
ways to raise $40*$50 million 
a year or we can forget about 
a system.” 

The Board of 
Commissioners has requested 
an opportunity to testify 
before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee irt 
support of the proposed 
transit outlay. 

The commissioners’ 
committee also heard a 
presentation on a proposed 
customs clearance center. The 
presentation was made by 
Roy Lancaster, president of 
the Detroit International 
Bridge Co., owners of the 
Ambassador Bridge. 

Under the proposal the 
two-square-block facility 
would be finances at no cost 
to the taxpayers through 
revenue bonds issued by the 
Detrolt-Wayne Cpunty Port 
Commission, a County 
agency.

Fireworks Still Dangerous, Blindness Council Contends 

Fireworks, even the small many adults - including the sma || rockets and a r»«, r-n .. ... - . . . 


Fireworks, even the small 
stuff, including sparklers, are 
still a needless menace to 
Americans, particularly 
children, states the Nationi 
Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness. The Society urges 
legislation banning all 
fireworks except for 
supervised public displays. 

"As the Fourth of July 
approaches." says Dr. Wilfred 
D. David, executive director 
of the national society, “we 
are concerned that once again 
accident reports of injuries 
and eye damage from 
fireworks will come in by the 
hundreds." 

Half of our states still 
allow their citizens to buy 
and use the so-called 
“common” fireworks, 
presumed to be harmless by 


many adults — including the 
parents who buy them, the 
state officials who allowed 
them within their states, and 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, which has 
found “no tangible evidence" 
to justify banning them as 
hazardous substances. 


These ‘‘common” 
fireworks are those 
categorized as Class C by the 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission, whose purpose 
of classification was 
exclusively for transportation 
safety, not related to their 
varying degrees of hazard to 
individuals using them. 

Class C fireworks include 
small firecrackers (1*4 inches 
or less in length), sparklers, 
fountains, roman candles, 


small rockets and a few more 
similar items. 

The National Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness, 
the National Fire Protection 
Association, ind the Fire 
Marshals Association have 
been most vocal among the 
organizations which, on the 
basis of their accident report 
files, believed that even Class 
C fireworks constitute a 
needless hazard. 

In 1969 they conducted an 
in-depth survey in select 
states and municipalities 
requesting fireworks accident 
data from physicians, 
hospitals, fire marshals, fire 
and police departments; and 


followed up other accidents 
reported in newspapers. 

The survey found 1330 
personal injuries, including 
five fatalities, from fireworks 
during 1969. Over half of the 
injuries were caused by 
unspecified or Class B 
fireworks — which are banned 
by the FDA and therefore 
obtained and used illegally. 

But Class C fireworks, 
allowed by law in 24 states 
and the District of Columbia, 
were responsible for 557 
personal injuries, or 42% of 
all injuries, and included one 
fatality. The “tangible 
evidence" materialized. 


Even sparklers, judged so 
benign as to be allowed by an 
additional eight states which 
ban other Class C items, 
figured in the injury causes — 
responsible for 15% of the 
total Class C injuries. And 
sparklers accounted for the 
greatest number of property 
damage cases of any of the 
fireworks devices reported. 

"Of particular concern to 
the National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness," 
says Dr. David, "was the 
survey’s finding that of all 
types of injury caused by 
Class C fireworks, injuries to 
the eyes were most frequent. 
Class C fireworks caused 175 


cases of eye injury — 
including 16 persons who 
suffered loss of vision in one 
or both eyes. 

"A significant number of 
the Class C injuries — 34%, 
were suffered by children 10 
years old or younger," 
reported Dr. David. "And yet 
the stipulation of the FDA, in 
allowing Class C fireworks, is 
that they be ‘adequately 
labeled to protect purchasers 
and users.’ It seems unlikely 
that children of this age 
group can sufficiently 
comprehend the specific 
directions — many of them 
can’t read at all; or that 
labeling induces children to 


realize the serious 
consequences of misuse," said 
Dr. David. 

The National Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness, 
in cooperation with the 
National Fire Protection 
Association, the Fire Marshals 
Association and the National 


Safety Council, urges 
legislation in those states 
which do not prohibit the 
retail sale of fireworks — 
legislation preferably 
patterned after the NFPA's 
model law, which permits 
fireworks only for licensed 
public displays, under expert 
supervision. 
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Insurance Woes 
Probed By Board 


The Michigan Department 
of Insurance Thursday 
promised a review of airline 
trip insurance prices and a 
report to the Board of Wayne 
County' Road Commissioner 
on the discrepancies in the 
cost of flight insurance 
between commercial and 
charter flights. 

The Board, which operates 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
more than a year ago 
requested a study on rates 
and coverage extended by 
insurance carriers. 

John E. Hurth, 
representing the State 
Insurance Department, 
promised a complete review 
and recommendations within 
a short while. 

Board Vice-chairman 
Michael Berry noted that he 
had been asked to pay 
approximately $50, in 
premiums for $50,000 
coverage on a charter flight 
while paying $5 for $150,000 


coverage on a domestic 
commercial flight. 


“That’s a huge 
discrepancy," said Berry. "If 
flying charter is that much 
more costly than flying 
commercial, the rates must 
have been established when 
Balboa first flew from Italy 
to Amerifca." 

Berry emphasized the 
Commission was requesting a 
review of all types of 
coverage and rates now in 
force at the airport. 

Hurth said his 
recommendations would take 
into consideration recently 
released New York Flan 
which calls for coverage of 
$12,500 for each 25 cents 
instead of $7,500 for 25 
cents. 

Flight insurance is sold by 
concessionaires at Metro with 
the airport receiving one-third 
of the gross revenues.

Answers 

Q. I am the father of four 
children. If something should 
happen to me, what 
protection would they have 
under social security? 

A. Approximately four 
million children, or one out 
of every eight social security 
beneficiaries is the child of a 
retired, disabled, or deceased 
worker. 

Monthly cash benefits are 
payable for the unmarried 
child until he reaches age 18, 
or until he reaches age 22 if 
he remains a full-time 
student. Age is not a 
requirement for benefits to 
disabled adult children. 

There are approximately 
470,000 full-time students 
age 18 to 21 who receive over 
$34,000,000 per month in 
social security student 
benefits. This money makes it 
possible for many people, to 
continue their education. 
This amount of money 
exceeds all scholarships in 
effect.

Scouts, Girl Scouts, YMCA, 
and YWCA are now accepting 
registrations for courses in 
swimming, boating, and 
general water safety training.

The DNR notes that the 
classes now being 
programmed for the 1970 
summer season could play a 
key role in trimming 
Michigan’s water toll 
because many of them arv. 
aimed at developing basic 
swimming and boating skills 
among the younger set. It 
stresses that most of the 
swimmers who drowned 
during the 60’s were less than 
20 years old.

Expenditures included a 
total of $31,775.10. This 
figure included $9,336 in 
bond returns, plus restitution 
of funds to Huron, Sumpter 
Belleville, Van Buren and 
Romulus, and miscellaneous 
expenses. 

Expenditures in the 
criminal and bond accounts 
exceeded income by 
$5,960.99. This left the 
account with a balance 
forward as of June 1 of 
$25,144.27. 

The civil account of the 
24th District Court began the 
month of May with 
$2,392.46 on hand. Income 
totaled $1,058.98. Among 
the sources of this income 
were marriage ceremony fees 
bonds, civil filing fees, and 
garnishment fees.

The true , inspirational story 
oj Sen, Bill Faust . . . and 
why he should be re-elected! 


ON JULY 1, 1966, only a handful of days after 
announcing his candidacy for the 13th District State 
Senate seat, ex-Nankin Supervisor William Faust and 
his father, Paul, were struck from behind while 
driving on 1-94 near Ann Arbor. For 45 minutes, they 
laid beside their demolished automobile waiting for 
an ambulance. 

Once at St. Joseph’s Hospital, Ann Arbor, the 
details of their injuries began unravelling. For the 
senior Faust, a retired railroad worker who was then 
making his home in the Lansing area, the damage was 
minor - at least comparatively. He was released in 
short order. 

However, for Candidate Faust, the story was quite 
different. If he came back ... and there was plenty of 
question ... it would be the “long” route. Already 
limited in use of his legs by a high school basketball 
injury and ensuing complications, Faust’s injuries 
from the hit and run accident — driver of other car 
still unknown although there were at least four 
witnesses - came at the worst places. 

His hips, legs, knees and some areas of the back 
and spinal region were pretty well smashed. If he was 
ever to walk again, it would take several small 
“miracles,” he was told. Some of them have 
happened. The physicians and surgeons, for instance, 
literally “nailed” him back together again. 


The rest of the “miracles” he’s still working on... 

BUT FOR THE REST of the world, the story 
concerns not whether Bill walks ... but how he works. 
For, in spite of his incapacitation, Faust not only 
stayed in the Senate race but — with aid of friends 
and voters and apparently God - he defeated the 
incumbent office holder in the Democratic Primary 
and then duplicated the feat against a Republican 
challenger in the General. 


With the continuing mixture of great faith and 
small miracles, Faust hit the therapy trail instead of

the campaign trail. While friends and associates 
hustled votes, Faust set about recovering himself to 
the point that he could be there for inaugural day if 
he won ... and he never gave up faith that he would 
win. 

On January 11, 1967, Bill Faust - sitting in a 
wheelchair and covered by a blanket just to stay 
warm - took his oath as State Senator and his desk ... 
’ol No. 13! 

THE FIRST TWO years were not very auspicious 
ones for the rookie senator. He just about had all he 
could do to get himself to and from the sessions, let 
alone do much for anyone else ... but he did much for 
a lot of people, mainly by picking and choosing the 
assignments he could handle. 

It wasn’t a glorious political beginning ... but as 
Faust’s bones mended, his record improved. He made 
more meetings, took on more assignments ... and 
along the way won the admiration and respect of just 
about every senator and representative in the 
Michigan legislature. 

By his third year. Senator Faust was a friendly 
fixture in Senate happenings. He was well known, 
exceptionally highly respected for his honesty, ability 
and willingness to take on assignments in spite of 
apparent difficulties ... and when those qualities came 


to the acid test, Faust’s district was the winner. 

With a multi-million dollar State Aid education bill 
hanging in the balance, literally holding up payment 
to every district in the state, Faust and his associates 
led two statewide publicized floor fights to demand 
“equity” for local school districts which had been 
forced by the state to annex poverty ridden 
neighboring districts. 

The tension went “to the top” ... but Faust - and 
enough other Senators who believed in what he stood 
for — stood their ground. And the battle was won. 
The extra money was provided. 

That was perhaps a peak ... but there have been 
other big moments for Faust ... and there will be 
more. One of them came, most certainly, only a few 
weeks ago when local boosters gave a testimonial for 
him. In an unprecedented move, every member of the 
State Senate signed a special Senate Resolution 
acknowledging Faust and his efforts - and most of 
them personally came out to have a role in the dinner 
event. 

That’s what they think of Faust in Lansing ... and 
the “comeback” is still incomplete. 

Bill has said his ambition is to someday “stand and 
address” the Senate ... and there is no doubt in the 
minds of his colleagues that he’ll make it!

SENATOR WILLIAM FAUST 
was injured in a hit & run auto 
accident on July 1, 1966 — 
shortly after filing for election 
for the office he now holds. 

The accident was a serious 
one. Candidate Faust was elected 
to office in both primary and 
general elections while 
completely unable to leave his 
room at an Ann Arbor Hospital. 

While recuperation from the 
accident continues in some ways 
even to this day , it basically took 
more than three years for 
Senator Faust to be finally 
released from physician’s care. 
That officially came on July 8, 
1969. 

However, because of his desire 
and determination to serve in the 
office to which he had been 
elected, Faust secured an initial 
release from St. Joseph Hospital 
in Ann Arbor on Dec. 10, 1966, 
and — in a wheelchair — took his 
seat in the Michigan Senate on 
January 11, 1967.

About 10,000 years ago the last glacier 
retreated from Michigan and pulverized the 
rock over which it moved thus making the 
mineral deposits found today. Earthen 
mounds and copper tools are still occasionally 
discovered as a trace of unrecorded history. 

At the opening of the seventeenth century 
French explorers and colonizers gained a 
foothold at the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
River, where in 1608 they established Quebec. 
Before the century ended they had spread 
inland over the Great Lakes and down the 
Mississippi Valley to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Here then are the historical highlights of 
settlement of Upper Michigan since that time. 

1622 — While on expedition seeking the 
Pacific, Etienne Brule becomes first white 
man to set foot on soil of Michigan at St. 
Mary’s River near present site of the Soo 
Locks. 

1634 — Jean Nicolet discovers Lake Michigan. 

1668 — First permanent settlement in Michigan 
established by Fr. Jacques Marquette at 
Sault Ste. Marie. 

1671— St. Lusson proclaims all lands north, 
south and west of Sault Ste. Marie as belong- 
ing to King Louis XIV. 

1679— LaSalle sails first vessel in the upper 
lakes. The Griffin carries him from the 
Niagara River to St. Ignace and Green Bay, 
was then lost on return voyage. 

1726— French army defeats Chief Menominee 
at Menominee.

1756— Seven Years’ War was declared 
between French and British and decline of 
French rule begins. 

1761 — British occupy Fort Michilimackinac, 
replacing French forces. 

1796— At the direction of President George 
Washington, Major Henry Burbeck unfurls 
the U.S. flag over Fort Mackinac for the first 
time and at long last Michigan was in the 
United States. 

1797— The first lock for sailing vessels to go 
between Lake Superior and Michigan was 
opened by the Northwest Fur Company. 

1832— Samuel Morse invents the telegraph 
and touches off big demand for copper as 
conductor used in communications. 

1841 — Douglas Houghton writes first scien- 
tific report of the mineral wealth of Kewee- 
naw country. 

1845— First mining permit for Upper Michi- 
gan granted for the Cliff Mine near Eagle 
River to Dr. Curtis G. Hussey who later 
founded the Copper Range Company. 

1855— Under the direction of Charles T. 
Harvey the first major lock, the State Lock, 
was opened at Sault Ste. Marie. Continual 
improvements have been made in the Lock 
system including the new Poe Lock in 1969. 

1884 — Bridge across Straits of Mackinac 
proposed for first time. 

1957 — Mighty Mac, the bridge linking the 
upper and lower peninsulas of Michigan, 
was opened to traffic and is the longest 
suspension bridge in the world.

Ore reserves are ample to keep White Bine going at current rate for probably 
another century and even with present mining methods , at least another 25 years It is 
now the second largest employer in the Upper Beninsu/a and the motor copper mine 
in Michigan. In relation to the copper deposits it will, become a bonanza in the industry. 

"This is the Copper Range Company . . . we . . . produce copper on the copper ranges 
of the Upper Beninsula oj Michigan. There uv smelt it and refine it, and sell it to brass 
mills, including our own, and throughout the world. Since the beginning, copper from 
the lake country oj Michigan has been the standard of all copper in the world."

Historic Route from Detroit 
to Sault Ste. Marie 

An old Indian route from Detroit to 
Sault Ste. Marie followed the Saginaw, 
Mackinaw and Old Mackinac Trails. It 
passed through or near the present sites 
of Royal Oak. Pontiac, Flint, Saginaw, 
Freeland, Midland, Sanford and Eden vi lie. 
Here the Saginaw Trail continued north 
and west to Grand Traverse Bay below 
Charlevoix. 

The Mackinac Trail went north from 
Edcnville to West Branch, Luzerne, 
Atlanta, and Cheboygan to Mackinaw 
City. Crossing the Straits to St. Ignacc 
the route followed the Old Mackinac Trail 
up the Pine River, then east of Rudyard 
and Dafter to Sault Ste. Marie.
